WASHINGTON. April 8 —Chair­ 
man George (D-G a) of the senate 
foreign 
relations 
com mittee 
said 
today 
that 
establishment 
of 
a 
Balkan front in the European war 
would ease the Nazi counter-block­ 
ade against Great Britain and re­ 
duce to some extent the chances 
that the United States m ight be­ 
come more deeply involved In the 
conflict. 
While George said it remained to 
be seen whether Greece and Yugo- j 
s’avia could halt the German in­ 
vasion long enough to establish a 
solid front, he declared that Nazi

seemed sure to

consulting congress. 
“I don’t think that by any pos­ 
sible stretch of the imagination the 
navy could be ordered to convoy 
belligerent merchant ships into the 
danger zones without the consent 
of congr'asr." he declared.

Balkans Clouded 


By Censors, Lack 


Of Lines Outside

The Battle of the Balkans, which 
la bound to have such a great in­ 
fluence on the outcome of the war. 
continues to be fought fiercely but 
under a smoke screen of censorship 
and 
bad 
communications 
which 
have deprived the outside world of 
worth-w hfe inorm ation regarding 
the general trend of the conflict. 
The most significant word came 
this morning from the Nazi high 
command, which 
announced 
that 
the German offensive on the Yugo­ 
slav and Greek fronts is being kept 
up under adverse conditions in the 
air and on the ground 
That m eans the mountains and 
the narrow gorges and the morass­ 
like roads of spring are fighting for 
the defenders. It fits in well, too 
with a previous Nazi statement that 
the invaders were meeting stiff re­ 
sistance. 
I hear m any inquiries about Tur­ 
key’s position. The indications are 
that she intends to remain neutral 
for the present, at least. As a m at­ 
ter of fact that attitude should suit 
Britain well, and probab y Is being 
pursued with her agreement. 
The Turks' long suit now is de­ 
fense 
for while 
they 
would 
be 
formidable in that role they aren’t 
equipped to wage offensive warfare 
against 
the 
highly 
mechanized 
Nazis. Should 
the 
Turks attack 
across the Bulgarian border they 
would merely lay themseli#es open 
to unnecessary grief. 
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Cost Of Educating Child 
In Ohio Schools Up $20

Jumped $20 in the past five years. 
a survey by Dr. Thomas C. Holy 
of Ohio State university’s bureau

The present average cost for each 
pupil is $106 79 a year, compared 
with $85.59 for the 1935-36 term, 
Dr. Holy reported, explaining that 
costs range from $199 72 to $58.08. 
depending on Che size of the city.

It was in the books when congress and the state 
legislatures cooperated to create a nationwide social 
security structure that lawmakers and lobbies would 
be on the alert for possible revisions. 
In fact, the 
original laws were adopted with the understanding 
that they represented experiment and would be sub­ 
ject to changes dictated by experience. Social security 
had been made a detail oC public policy, subject as 
are all matters of public 
policy 
to the interplay of 
politics and public opinion 
The* Ohio legislature is considering certain changes 
in its unemployment compensation act, under which 
the state collects 3 percent fro mthe payro’ls of con­ 
tributing employers and turns 
the 
money 
over to 
Washington. 
Tile government gives tile state credit 
for 2.7 percent of this mom y, subject to order for 
insured workers who become eligible to receive un­ 
employment compensation, and retains the rest for 
administrative purposes.

By a vote of 70 yes to 47 no. the 
house rejected a resolution which 
would have 
submitted 
to 
the 
voters of the state a constitution­ 
al 
amendment 
embracing 
the 
homestead exemption. 
Eighty-three 
favorable votes were needed for its 
adoption. 
Under the present system 
the 
state has a prior claim 
to 
the 
property of an aid for aged recip­ 
ient and upon his death may sell 
it to recover the amount of pen­ 
sions paid plus four per cent in­ 
terest. 
Rep. John C. Hess TD-Stark), 
author of the resolution, asserted 
that 
the 
present 
arrangement 
‘‘merely provides loans—not 
re­ 
lief—to the aged." 
Fifty-six Democrats and 14 Re­ 
publicans voted for the resolution 
Against it were

and one Democrat.
